P roposed Change 


Live Stock, C. L., E. B. and W. B 


Proposed changes in rates, rules and reg- 
ulations approved by Western Lines for 
publication in Trans-Continental Freight 
Bureau Tariffs as of June 10, 1929, known 
as Docket 9748, File 1586-6, Tariff 36-A. 

Amend Tariff 36-A by adding thereto the 
following rule: 

Carriers, parties to this tariff, will trans- 
port live stock (except horses used for 
bucking contests, or trained horses or other 
animals used for other than exhibition pur- 
poses) for exhibition at expositions or fairs, 
held under public auspices, subject to the 
following rules: 

(a) Except as otherwise provided here- 
in, full tariff rates will be charged from 
point of origin to point of exhibition, and 
notation made on way-bill: “For exhibi- 
Gontat as (Exposition or Fair).” 
When Live Stock is returned (see 
note), the carriers, parties hereto, will 
transport same back to original point of 
shipment on the lines of carriers parties 
hereto, free of charge, if reshipped within 
thirty (30) days after close of exposition or 
fair, provided receipt from the receiving 
agent is presented showing that freight 
charges have been paid one way, accompan- 
ied by certificate from the secretary of the 
exposition or fair certifying that the live 
stock has been on exhibition and has not 
changed ownership. 

Note.—Return movement must be via the 
same carrier as the initial movement. 

(c) In all cases agents must give refer- 
ence on return waybill to original forward- 
ing waybill, also that “inbound freight bills 
and Secretary’s Certificate taken up.” 

(d) When moving over a circuit of ex- 
positions or fairs, the live stock will be 
waybilled at the regular tariff rate to each 
point of exhibition, and at the close of each 
exposition or fair, on presentation of a cer- 
tificate from the secretary of the fair that 
such live stock exhibited thereat and that 
no change of ownership has occurred, the 
inbound charges will be reduced to one-half 
(12) of the tariff rate, and when reshipped 
from the last point of exhibition to the or- 
iginal point of shipment via direct routes, 
and the bill of lading is accompanied by 
similar certificate from the secretary of the 
fair or exposition, one-half (42) of the tar- 
iff rates will be applied if reshipped within 
thirty (30) days after the close of the ex- 
position or fair. 

The reduced rates granted by the forego- 
ing provision are subject to the same mini- 
mum charges for less than carload and car- 
load shipments, respectively, as are applic- 
able on commercial traffic. 

(e) Shipments of live stock for which 
free or reduced rates are provided herein to 


and from the Exposition op Fajr +: 
subject to the Rules, Regulations at be 
ditions governing the movement of liv 
stock, transportation of men in ch « 
thereof (one man will be passed free hee 
accompanying both ways with one fe pe 
live stock), limited liability on and oa . 
tion of the animals transported, as provided 
in Tariffs or Circulars of Carriers — 
hereto. In no case shalll the liability fue 
carrier on the return movement exceed th t 
assumed on the live stock moving to ee 
Exposition or Fair under full tariff rate ‘ 

Agents will be particular to count a 
note on Live Stock Contract from point to 
point the number of head of live stock 
whether in carloads or less, loose i 
crates, so that charges will be collected in 
accordance with these rules. ,

chiefly valuable for breeding, racing, show 
purposes or other special uses. 

Agents will see that shippers fully under- 
stand what charges will be assessed and 
under what conditions. Agents will also 
explain to shippers of live stock the neces- 
sity of making consignments to themselves, 
and, when the man in charge is not the ex- 
hibitor, shipments should be consigned to 
the owner, in care of the party in charge, 
so that delivery, when necessary, can be 
made to him.

(f) With shipments of live stock, a lim-

quantity of personal effects of the attend- 
ants in charge will be carried free.

After spending several days in and about Craigellachie we 
took our way to Grantown—about thirty miles further up the river 
Spey but still in the country of the Grants—a country imbued with 
the romance that enshrouds the activities of this once militant clan. 
The natural beauty of the country does not diminish as one fol- 
lows the Spey toward its source. Rather is it enhanced. Within 
view of Grantown are the Champions in all their rugged charm 
and closer by are the heather clad hills which even during the win- 
ter months are beautiful, and are, of course typical of Scotland and 
to make the scene more complete, at the time of our visit these 
hills were dotted here and there by bands of sheep of the black- 
faced breed principally. They are thick, low-set animals with black 
faces and very long wool of a rather coarse fiber which I was sur- 
prised to learn is shipped to America in large quantities where it 
is used extensively in the manufacture of carpets and similar fab- 
rics. These sheep are excellent mutton producers also. They are 
attractive animals, particularly when seen in their natural environ- 
ment—the hilly country of northern Scotland—and judging from 
popularity, I am of the opinion that they yield satisfactory 
profits. 

Within a few miles of Grantown are the Aberdeen-Angus herds 
of D. M. Allan, Ballintomb; Captain Thomson, Burgie House; J. D. 
Waddell, Clury; and Charles Robertson, Tullochgribban. The best 
known of these to Americans is perhaps Ballintomb by reason of 
the fact that its owner, Mr. D. M. Allan, once acted as judge at 
our Chicago International show. It was this same Mr. Allan who 
was our host and guide on the day of our visit to this Scottish Ab- 
erdeen-Angus stronghold—a day all too short but which was as 
much time as we could spare. However, thanks to the energy of 
our Scotch hosts and the comfort and convenience of a fine Eng- 
lish automobile we were able to see a very respresentative lot of 
the live stock of the district. 


Among the several interesting farms visited that day was that 
of Charles Robertson which consists of over 12,000 acres—the larg- 
est farm under one management that we visited in Great Britain. 
This farm is devoted to 
the production of Aber-

ors as well as other labor saving ma- 
chines are used extensively. However, 
horses are also utilized for many pur- 
poses. Personally, I hope that nothing 
will ever displace the wonderful horses 
which are still so much a part of the 
Scotch and English farmsteads. Great, 
handsome, intelligent beasts they are, 
seldom weighing under a ton—with their 
powerfully made harness and hitched 
singly to ponderous, two-wheeled carts 
they present a picture of the past as 
well as a unit of strength for the farm 
of today. I counted ten of these one 
horse vehicles in one field as we were 
passing through England by train, en- 
gaged in hauling sheaves of grain to a 
nearby barn where I presume they were 
being threshed. If the day of the horse 
is passing in America—and I hope this 
is not true—at least it has not reached 
this stage in Britain. The British are 
fond of all types of live stock and most 
of all do they love horses. Then, too, 
their scheme of farming which is almost 


entirely carried out in small units could never prosper with- 


out the- horse. 


It was near Grantown that I saw about the best two year 


old Aberdeen-Angus bull I have ever seen. 


I cannot now re- 


call his name—and these narratives are prepared entirely from 
memory—but I have written to Scotland to learn the identity of 
this young bull as I am anxious to follow his career. Unless I bad- 
ly misjudged him he has, to say the least, a most promising show

INCREASED SLAUGHTER OF LIVE STOCK IN APRIL; 
DUE TO SEVERAL REASONS—GOOD PRICES HELPED, 

More meat animals of all classes were slaughtered under Fed- 
eral inspection in April than in April last year or March this year 
according to a report. released today by the Bureaus of Agricultur- 
al Economics and Animal Industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture. The report shows 662,382 cattle, 460,297 calves, 
1,118,935 sheep and lambs and 3,761,230 hogs slaughtered during 
the month. Compared with April 1928, this represents increases of 
6.3 per cent for cattle, 5.0 per cent for calves, 21.9 per cent for 
sheep and lambs and 9.1 per cent for hogs. 

For the four months ending with April compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1928 the inspected slaughter reports show de- 
creases of 2.5 per cent for cattle, 3.3 per cent for calves and 112 

per cent for hogs and an increase of 2.8 per 
cent for sheep and lambs. 


light when E. L. Barrier, of Greenwood county, 
Kansas, and a former director of the Producers 
Commission Association at Kansas City made a 
new top for the fat heifer market at Kansas 
City on Monday, June 3d, when he sold a car- 
load of twenty-eight head, weighing 715 pounds 
at $14.85 per hundredweight.

The increase in cattle slaughter for 
April is partly a reflection of the inereas- 
ed numbers of cattle fed this past winter 
and was partly due to the desire of cattle 
feeders to take advantage of the improve- 
ment in the cattle price situation following 
the sharp decline in steer prices earlier in 
the year. ; 

The increase in hog slaughter in April 
over April last year was due primarily to 
the difference in the seasonal movement of 
hogs to market.

This year the distribution of the market 
supply of hogs over the season was more 
nearly normal and February and March 
slaughter showed marked decreases while 
April showed an increase. 

The increased slaughter of sheep and 
lambs in April is a reflection of the tent

markable a display of style, character and 
all around individual excellence as was pre- 
sented in this offering of Shorthorns. Cap- 
tain MacGillivray of Calrossie fame achiev- 
ed the highest honors followed closely by 
Lady Cathcart. I am not quite sure of the 
number but to the best of my recollection 
Captain MacGillivray exhibited 19 bull 
calves which made an average price through 
the auction of something over 1000 guineas. 
As I have previously pointed out, high qual- 
itied animals come nearer bringing their 
worth in Great Britain than anywhere else 
in the world. In no other country is qual- 
ity so readily recognized and so keenly ap- 
preciated as there. 

Our itinerary included visits to the herds 
of W. Gilchrist Macbeth, Dunira near Perth; 
J. E. Kerr of Harviestoun Castle; and N. 
P. Donaldson of Ballindalloch, Balfron at 
Stirling; but due to the extreme cold which 
was then enveloping this section of Scot- 
land and also to the fatigue which had been 
imposed upon us by three very strenuous 
weeks we decided that it would be imprac- 
tical to attempt to cover any more of this 
territory—a pleasure which we gave up 
with no little reluctance. 

A number of years ago I had the satis- 
faction of seeing some very fine specimens 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed which had 
been brought to America from the herd of 
Colonel Norman Kennedy, Doonholm, Ayr, 
Scotland, and so favorably impressed was 
I at the time that I promised myself then 
that if ever I had the opportunity I would 
go to see the herd from whence they came. 
I was therefore determined while I was in 
Scotland on my recent trip to let nothing 
interfere with a visit to Colonel Kennedy’s 
herd which is located on the river Doon 
about three miles from the point where it 
empties into the Firth of Clyde and about 
forty miles south of Glassgow. It was to 
Ayr that we hurried from Perth going by 
way of Glassgow. Famed as the birthplace 
of Robert Burns, and with its picturesque 
setting, Ayr is one of the most widely known 
resort cities of Great Britain. Many Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus breeders have no 
doubt seen the picture of Colonel Kennedy’s 
home upon the banks of the Doon. A num- 
ber of the beautiful old trees in the grounds 
about Doonholm house were planted there 
by Robert Burn’s father and the cottage in 
which Robert Burns was born still stands 
on the outskirts of the estate. 

I was not disappointed in what I found 
in the way of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
Doonholm. As is well known in Great 
Britain and America this herd has furnished 
some of the gieatest show yard celebrities 
of English and Scotch show rings of recent 
years particularly in females and I consid- 
ered it a privilege to have the opportunity 
of seeing some of them in their home quar- 
ters. Prince Benson of Ballindalloch, the 
herd sire, is rated as one of the greatest 
that has ever left this historic breeding 
establishment. In passing I should mention 
that the blood of Ballindalloch is widely 
diffused through practically all of the great 
herds of Scotland which to my mind is but 
another proof of the value of a constructive 
breeding policy extending over a long per- 
iod of time such as the history of Ballindal- 
loch reveals. John Grant, the farm mana- 
ger at Doonholm, is a thorough cattle man. 
Few there are who know Aberdeen-Angus 
as well. He told me that many years ago

After a most interesting two days spent 
at Ayr we left at 9:30 one morning on the 
London Express—one of the fastest trains 
of England and probably one of the fastest 
in the world—for London. We reached the 
English border in less than two hours and 
during the remainder of the day until 6:09 
in the evening we sped southward nearly 
the full length of park-like England toward 
London—through the most beautiful farm. 
ing country I have ever seen and through 
the great English manufacturing centers of 
Carlisle, Leeds, Sheffield, Nottingham and 
Leicester. 

We had looked forward to seeing the 
great English Aberdeen-Angus herd of J. J. 
Cridlan—a herd which is probably better 
known to Americans at present than any 
other in Great Britain—but upon learning 
that Mr. Cridlan was out of England at the 
time we gave up the idea of visiting his 
place, Maisemore Park. I have been sorry 
since, however, that we did not run out to 
Gloucester from London and at least look 
over Mr. Cridlan’s cattle. Although it may 
be well to have something that we have not 
already seen to look forward to on some 
future visit. If Journal readers have been 
expecting an account by me of some of the 
English herds they will be disappointed as 
we saw none of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
of England except those which were exhib- 
ited at Perth. His Majesty the King hada 
fine exhibit there although his were not the 
most outstanding cattle by any means. Al- 
though Scotland is the stronghold of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed of the British Isles 
if not of the world, both England and Ire- 
land have some great herds and Aberdeen- 
Angus supporters are active in both of 
these countries . 

Among a number of prominent English- 
men whom I met at Perth was Mr. William 
Reid of London whom many Americans will 
remember as judge of the individual fat 
classes at the 1923 Chicago International. 
At the Jubilee Dinner he responded to the 
toast of the evening, that of “The Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Society.” As a boy he 
knew Mr. M’Combie of Tillyfour and on 
this occasion related a number of anecdotes 
concerning Mr. M’Combie and his times 
much to the delight of his audience. At the 
conclusion of his speech he presented to the 
Society a silver snuff box which belonged 
to the late Mr. M’Combie, suggesting that 
it might be given as an award to the breed- 
er of the best Aberdeen-Angus exhibit at 
the coming Highland Centenary Show.

There is more sickness among babies in 
hot weather than during any other period 
of the year. Much of the comfort of the 
baby depends upon keeping him cool. The 
following points outlined by the Massachu- 
setts department of public health will con- 
tribute much to the health and comfort of 
the baby, and of course we all know that 
well babies are good babies. 

Breast Feeding—Breast milk is the per- 
fect food for babies because it contains ma- 
terial to make the baby grow strong and 
well, is always fresh and contains no germs. 
Every baby should be breast fed for at least 
six months and nine months if possible. 

Clean Milk—If the baby cannot have 
breast milk, the mother should buy the best 
milk obtainable, as unclean milk will make 
the baby sick. She should either buy pas- 
teurized milk or boil the milk herself for 
three minutes and then cool it immediately. 
The baby’s milk should be kept in the ice 
chest separate from the other food and cov- 
ered so no dirt or flies can get into it. 

Water for Baby—Baby must be given 
plenty of water; he cannot ask for it. 

Orange Juice—When the baby is 5 months 
old he should have orange juice or tomato 
juice every day to make his bones grow 
straight and strong. Cod liver oil is also 
helpful and may be given if physician ad- 
vises it. 

Overfeeding—If the baby does not want 
all his food do not make him finish it. It 
is bad to overfeed the baby in hot weather. 

Bathing—Baby should be given a bath 
once every day and in hot weather should 
be sponged off again. Diapers should never 
be used again without washing. 

Fresh Air—Fresh air helps to keep the 
baby well, so he should be out in it every 
day and should sleep in a room with win- 
dows wide open. On warm days he need not 
wear any clothes except band and diaper. 

Sunlight—Sunlight, is good for the baby 
but should not shine directly in his eyes. 
Sunlight that comes through a window is 
not helpful.

Near-Silk 


A woman we know likes to speak of her 
pretty underthings of rayon and similar 
stuff as “wooden wear.” She claims to 
have right on her side, for sure enough it 
is that this soft, silky material never grew 
on the back of a silkworm. Like much of 
the stuff used in the manufacture of trunks, 
suitcases, tea trays, water pails, containers 
for jams and preserves, and periodical liter- 
ature, our ravon slips and step-ins had their 
source in the forest primeval—or the lineal 
descendants of the forest primeval. For it 
is no secret that these garments are woven 
from wood pulp. To be sure, they are the 
aristocrats, the Brahmin caste of wood-pulp 
products—yet they must be washed with the 
knowledge uppermost in our minds that 
they are kind of paper. 

Preparation for Tubbing. 

The preparation for tubbing garments 
made of rayon should begin before ever they 
approach the tub—or, better, immediately 
after they are sent home from the under- 
wear counter. Every article should be 
carefully looked over for bias seams, and 
every seam of this kind should have a strip 
of narrow silk (or not-silk) tape tacked 
along the edge, on the wrong side, to keep 
the seam from stretching when wet. 

A light shaking, or gentle brushing, to 
dislodge dust, should never be omitted, and 
then the things are ready for the actual 
washing. 

Have ready a tub of water at blood heat, 
in which enough mild soap has been dissolv- 
ed to make a good lather. Put in the gar- 
ments, all colors at once (for they do not 
run) and swish and knead lightly. Since 
these artificial fibers are as smooth as 
glass tubing, and free from the notches and 
crotchets of natural fibers, they are ex- 
tremely easy to cleanse, and merely a dip- 
ping up and down in the suds will remove 

irt. 

Remember, however, that you are practi- 
cally dealing with more or less dirty paper. 
Dirty paper may be cleaned by sponging 
with water, or dipping up and down in wat- 
er, but no matter how tough the paper, it 
becomes weak when wet, and if you rub on 
an extra dirty spot you will be likely to rub 
a hole through it. Rough handling may 
even result in poking your fingers through 
the stuff, before you know what’s happen- 
ing. For consolation, you may keep in mind 
that though these fibers are as weak as 
weak, wet or damp, their strength and 
toughness return as soon as they are com- 
pletely dry. 

Rinse in clear, soft water at blood heat 
(very hot water is bad for rayon), and be 
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sure to rinse out all trace of gs 7” 
also bad for rayon). To remove bi 
water, the garments may be put = 
folded, through a not-too-tight sere 
wringer, or the extractor may be waian 
a short time, but never until the thin for 
dry, for creases formed in the extractor 
hard to remove from either near-silk 
silk. Perhaps the better way is to pee 
out the water with the hands, but ape 
doing never to twist the garments—this 
will break the fibers. The simplest method 
of all, and maybe the best for these fin 
delicate things, is to roll them up in pi e, 
of heavy old sheets, or large Turkish ra 
els, or other absorbetn stuff, which wil 
quickly remove excess of water, 
Open-Air Drying. 

if a grassy drying groud is available 
slips and other large pieces may be placed 
on a sheet spread ovew the grass, and ql. 
lowed to dry without even an attempt at 
squeezing out the water, which will be 
quickly absorbed from the smooth fibers by 
the sheet, thus avoiding the strain of hang. 
ing while wet. 

However, after most of the water is ye. 
moved by wringer, extractor or other 
agency, the garments may be hung over 
the line, but in such a manner that there 
is no strain or pull on any part. Thus, slips 
are preferably hung from the bottom, with 
clothespins (the spring kind), at a fey 
inches apart, and each stocking calls for 
at least two pins at the top, to avoid sag. 
ging. 

Rayon things should never be hung in a 
high wind or a strong breeze. Such a strain 
would be disastrous while the fibers are 
wet. 

Ironing of Near-Silk. 

Many of our friends do not iron their 
rayon underthings. When carefully folded, 
before putting through the wringer, or 
when dried flat on a sheet, they say there 
is no need of further pressing, since the 
smooth fibers do not crinkle in drying. 
Hence, for them, the use of rayons means 
laundering made easy—no starch, no bluing, 
no ironing, and no difficulty in removing 
ordinary soil. If an iron is used, it should 
be as cool as possible, for the stiff brittle- 
ness resulting from a hot iron is bad for 
“wooden wear.” 

Generally speaking, rayon tints are sun- 
fast, but if they should, after repeated 
washings, become dulled or faded, a tinted 
rinsing water, as recommended for colored 
cottons or linens, _ be used. 


Real-Silk. ; 

Genuine silk, like wool, is an animal fib- 
er, but it is much more sensitive than wool 
to ill-treatment in washing. The following 
rules should be observed: 

Do not soak. 

Wash in a soap solution made from mild 
soap—strong alkali rots silk, and yellows 
white silk. 

Never rub soap directly on any part of 
the garment. 

Wash in water hardly more than blood 
heat, and always under 110 deg. Fah. | 

Rinse in water at blood heat—or little 
more—or in cool water, and change the 
rinsing water until every trace of soap }s 
removed. 

A loose-screwed wringer, as recommended 
for near-silk, should also be used for pure 
silk—or a short time in the extractor, 0 
the water may be pressed out by hand, pro- 
vided a twisting motion is not used. 

Dry same as near-silk, only the extreme 
care to avoid sagging need not be used. 

Press while all-over damp. Sprinkling 
often makes spots on silk. Use a cool iron.

He worked with a will, being careful that 
every stray leaf found its place in the great 
uneven pile, for that very night he was to 
play a part which he considered to be vastly 
important—he was to be host to seven other 
small boys, who had promised to tell him 
all about the 4-H club, of which they were 
members. 

At last the leaf pile was finished, and 
James stepped back to survey his work. “A 
jolly blaze you’ll make tonight,” he said 
with satisfaction. 

Thus it was that that autumn night mark- 
ed the beginning of James Lockwood’s in- 
terest in the 4-H club. 

The boys gathered about the great blaz- 
ing bonfire at the appointed time, and after 
an energetic Indian war dance, accompanied 
by blood-curdling yells, they added some 
wood to the fire and settled down to talk 
about the club work. 

The flames cast dancing red shadows on 
the earnest faces as James heard that 4-H 
means Head, Heart, Hands, and Health, and 
that even small boys who seriously set out 
to win, by selecting pure bred live stock and 
using 4-H club directions to care for their 
animals, can earn money, gain valuable ex- 
perience, win cash prizes, thrilling trips to 
great events, such as the State 4-H Round- 
ups, the International Live Stock Exposition 
at Chicago, or even the National Club Camp 
at Washington, D. C., and, in short, be full- 
fledged business men before they were out 
of their ’teens.

750,000 Club Members Enrolled This Year. 

There is an increase of approximately 
86,000 in the 4-H membership this year 
over 1928, according to reliable estimates 
from 46 states. This brings the enrollment 
for 1929 up to three quarters of a million 
boys and girls. These figures show that 
this increase in membership is the largest 
in any one year of club history, with a pos- 
sible exception of the increase in member- 
ship during the World War. The average 
normal increase each year since 1921 has 
been about 45,000. The extra 41,000 which, 
according to estimates, are enrolled this 
year, may be credited principally to the in- 
fluence of the Capper-Ketcham act approv- 
ed May 22, 1928, which authorized addition- 
al federal funds for 4-H work and extension 
work.

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Getting 100 Cents 


By W. H. Lapp, Editor 
Poultry Department. 


Success in poultry production can often- 
times be analyzed through the ability to ob- 
tain one hundred cents out of every poultry 
dollar invested; or, in other words, to op- 
erate the unit on a plan of efficiency that 
will produce the highest possible return. 
For the person interested in developing a 
successful unit possibly one of the first con- 
siderations must be from the standpoint of 
equipment. Many poultry farms and poul- 
try producers have suffered in the past 
from excessive overhead due to large in- 
vestments in equipment. One should keep 
in mind that it does not take elaborate 
equipment to make poultry pay. It does, 
however, require careful thought and at- 
tention to the proper principles of construc- 
tion which will maintain the stock on a 
healthy productive basis. Oftentimes on a 
farm we can remodel buildings and make 
them serve a more useful purpose and at 
the same time incorporate the proper prin- 
ciples of construction. It is by far better 
to enter the business 
conservatively and en- 
large the units in ac- 
cordance with their abil- 
ity to show a profit. 

One of the _ places 
where oftentimes the 
producer does not re- 
ceive one hundred cents 
value out of the poultry 
dollar is in securing the 
breeding stock. The 
writer knows of numer- 
ous instances where pro- 
ducers have paid a good 
price for stock and the 
stock did not fulfill 
the requirements. Then 
again farmers have pur- 
chased stock with one 
idea in mind of secur- 
ing it at the lowest pos- 
sible figure. This in turn

Out of a Poultry Dollar 


that was conducive to securing the best 
quality stock or stock of real value. In se- 
curing breeding stock oftentimes one must 
rely on the word of the breeder to a great 
extent and depend upon his integrity on the 
transaction. It is a well known fact that 
the most prominent breeders of this coun- 
try have made it a point to establish the 
greatest confidence among the poultry pro- 
ducers that buy their stock. 

There are a number of factors from the 
standpoint of the breeding stock that might 
be mentioned in a discussion of value; first, 
the question of price. During recent years 
considerable emphasis has been placed upon 
the ability of the stock to produce. In or- 
der to establish the exact value from the 
standpoint of production we must resort to 
the use of the trap nest. The amount of 
this class of stock on the market is limit- 
ed. Our values from the standpoint of pro- 
duction are based to a greater degree up- 
on flock averages. The tendency, howev- 


of the flock. 


er, is for more definite figures and this no 
doubt will result in a greater use of the 
trap nest which will furnish our socalled 
pedigreed stock. The average farm poultry 
producer should keep in mind this factor of 
production performance and buy his stock 
from such sources where he could feel con- 
fident that he is obtaining birds capable of 
producing on a basis that will be profitable. 
Correlated with production must come the 
problem of vitality. It must be remember- 
ed that vitality is transmitted primarily 
through breeding. It is one of the inherent 
faculties. Certain physical qualifications 
are essential in determining good _ stock. 
These physical qualifications are known to 
many of the producers. Up to the present 
time it is safe to state that the producer 
must have confidence in the breeder if he 
expects to obtain one hundred cents value 
on the poultry dollar invested. The breeder 
in turn is obligated to the entire poultry 
industry to the extent that he must be will- 
ing to share the responsibility associated 
with producing quality stock. 
Feeding. 

Feeding is another factor in poultry pro- 
duction where one can readily question 
whether or not they are obtaining one hun-

The question that 
arises in the minds of many producers js 
whether or not the home mixed mashes are 
not giving greater values than the com- 
mercial feeds. In many instances it might 
be said that the home mixed mashes can be 
made at a little lower cost than the com- 
mercial mashes. It is questionable, how- 
ever, whether this is the case in all in- 
stances. One can state with utmost assur. 
ance that the only time a home mixed mash 
can be consistently and 
economically fed jg 
where the _ producer js 
sincere with himself, So 
many times the rations 
are changed continuous- 
ly or the ingredients in 
the rations are changed 
due to the lack of one 
or more ingredient. Then 
too, there is a great de- 
gree’ of variation in the 
construction of the feed. 
By that we mean that 
some of the ingredients 
are course, while others 
are ground fine. This 
has a tendency to make 
the birds consume more 
of one ingredient than 
another. Then too, the 
factor of mixing uni- 
formity is an important 
item, if one is to get the 
most out of the feed. 
In my experience supervising a number 
of farms I have found that one of the great- 
est difficulties with home mixed mashes is 
the factor of keeping it constant together 
with having it mixed thoroughly. In fact 
after using a home mixed feed for several 
years we finally concluded that a reliable 
commercial feed when used consistently 
throughout the year will give very effic- 
ient results. The variation from the stand- 
point of cost was absorbed to a great ex- 
tent by our greater production. It should 
be kept in mind also that the quality of the 
various ingredients play an important part 
upon the merits of the ration. In other 
words, poor quality corn cannot give the 
best feeding results. The same holds true 
for the other ingredients in the ration. It 
can be stated that a ration is as weak as its 
poorest ingredients. Another factor that 
should be kept in mind is that oftentimes it 
is not the 95 per cent of the ration that 
must receive the entire consideration but 
the 5 per cent which is made up of those 
supplements that have been proven in re- 
cent years to be so vitally essential to the 
ration. With the constant changes taking 
place in nutrition, the average poultry pro- 
ducer is kept in a quandary regarding f 
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. ing practices. The best solution 
ro Bragg problem of feeding lies in 
the practicality of the feed. In other words 
is it performing satisfactory results under 
the feeding methods practiced. We _ are 
a long way from perfection in poultry feed- 
ing and it is only by constant investigation 
pe study that we will gradually solve some 
of the problems which play such a vital 
part in maintaining the flock on a profit- 
‘ sis. 
ae Management. ; 
Management entails problems which may 
directly influence the results that one ob- 
tains from the flock and this may influence 
the investment directly. In order to obtain 
the most efficient results from the poultry 
itself and the feeds it is necessary to be 
constantly on guard against disease and 
other factors that may influence produc- 
tion. One cannot start out with a definite 
program of management and then within a 


The writer has often heard producers 
state that they were changing from one 
breed of chickens to another because they 
were less susceptible to disease. There is 
just as much truth to a statment of this 
kind as there is to a statement that an 
Irishman is less susceptible to disease than 
a Swede. Most of the time it is not in the 
poultry but in our individual methods of 
management. 

Marketing. 

We have often heard the old saying that 
a product well produced is half sold. I 
question this statement because in my ex- 
perience I have known a large number of 
producers that really were producing poul- 
try on a successful basis from the stand- 
point of production but when it came to 
marketing the product they lost practically 
the entire advantage they had in produc- 
tion. In other words they could not merch- 
andise their products successfully. There

month or six weeks change this plan or 
neglect it. 

Proper management requires constant ap- 
plication to the small details so vitally es- 
sential in successful poultry management. 
With the advent of our modern incubation 
and brooding of chickens we have _ been 
confronted with more problems of an intri- 
cate nature than ever before in the history 
of the poultry industry. It has taxed the 
poultry producer to the utmost in solving 
these problems. The solution for many of 
these management problems have not been 
found up to the present time. 

It might be said, however, that the basis 
of most of our management problems is 
the application of good common sense. It 
certainly is not conducive to the most prof- 
itable results to overcrowd the poultry 
house. Keep the poultry house in an un- 
sanitary condition, tolerate low vitality 
stock in the flock, etc. These problems as- 
sociate themselves with the good judgment 
of the producer and should in turn become 
directly responsible for the methods prac- 
ticed. Nine times out of ten it is not the 
chicken’s fault that it becomes diseased. 
Disease can be attributed, many times, to a 
violation of some fundamental of manage- 
ment. The same holds true in the case of 
human beings. 
man or woman to be placed on this earth 
and become ill and diseased. Ninety pei 
cent of our human ailments can be attri- 
buted to the violation of some fundamental 
law of living. In the case of poultry nine- 
tenths of the ailments of poultry can be 
traced to a violation of certain fundamental 
laws of management. 


The Lord never intended a; 


are poultry breeders in this country today 
that have excellent stock and they are sell- 
ing this stock far below its real intrinsic 
value because they do not understand the 
principles of merchandising. The market- 
ing of breeding stock offers a big field to 
the poultry producer if it is handled prop- 
trly. It is a field that cannot be ignored if 
the last cent is going to be made on the 
poultry dollar invested. A man or woman 
may be able to produce fine poultry and 
yet if their neighbors or other producers 
are not acquainted with their stock they 
cannot merchandise it successfully. This 
entails advertising and it is doubtful wheth- 
er any product in this day and age can be 
merchandised successfully without advertis- 
ing the product. This can be done through 
the use of the Poultry Shows and through 
the Poultry Papers. 

We need only review the history of some 
of our most successful poultry breeders in 
the country and we will find that the solu- 
tion of their merchandising problem was 
influenced directly by the degree of adver- 
tising that they were doing. Our product 
may be ever so good but if we do not let 
the world know about our product we are 
not going to be able to merchandise it suc- 
cessfully, be it poultry or anything else. 

During recent years considerable empha- 
sis is being placed upon the marketing of 
our product from the consumption angle. 
This entails standardization and never be- 
fore has the opportunity been greater to the 
poultry producers along the line of stand- 
ardizing his product. In other words the 
consumer wants a standard product and 
he demands such a product. It is up to the 


producer to fulfill this demand. In our 
producing territory volume is essential in 
standardization. Why is it that our western 
cooperative associations have been so suc- 
cessful in marketing their product, simply 
because they met the demands of the con- 
sumer by standardizing and classifying 
their product and placing them on the mar- 
ket in a constant volume. This can be done 
in any section of the country if the pro- 
ducer is willing to obligate himself to the 
extent of fulfilling the requirements essen- 
tial to standardization. Poultry dealers 
throughout the country today are anxious 
to purchase poultry and eggs on a quality 
basis. In other words they are encourag- 
ing the standardization of the product. This 
is as it should be, because it is paying the 
producer the actual intrinsic value for his 
commodity. 
Conclusion. 

The rapid development of the poultry in- 
dustry, during recent years has increased 
the competition between poultry producers 
themselves. In order to operate a poultry 
unit successfully on the farm it requires 
more thought and attention than was the 
case years ago when it was considered 
primarily an incidental factor on the farm. 

We can only expect to obtain one hun- 
dred cents value on the poultry dollar when 
we are willing to obligate ourselves to the 
extent of putting in the time and effort 
necessary for a thorough study of the prob- 
lems incidental to the production and the 
marketing of poultry and poultry products.

The honor for the first prize Get of Sire 
must go to Laet, owned by Mr. Butler of 
Woodside Farms, showing Laet’s Magic 
Queen, the All-American two-year-old, and 
Rolaet, the runner-up of the yearling class. 

The Produce of Dam must go to LaQueen, 
owned by E. L. Humbert & Son, of Corning, 
Iowa, by producing Egotist and Cavalier. 
Egotist is the All-American four-year-old 
and Cavalier was Sir Laet’s only challenger. 


Summary. 


Now for a short summary to see if indi- 
viduality depends on pedigree. Brossac, 
was an imported horse carrying a good ped- 
igree. Egotistic and Colonel Egotist were 
both sired by Egotist. Egotist also sired 
Cavalier, the runner-up of the two-year- 
olds. If the writer had picked an All- 
American aged horse it would have been 
Enticer, another Egotist. If the writer had 
picked a Reserve All-American Get of Sire 
it would have been the Get of Egotist, com- 
posed of Enticer, Egotistic and Cavalier. 
Egotist also must be given some credit for 
the Produce of Sire class. It will also be 
remembered that Carnot appears in the 
pedigree of Victor Supreme, Carmaline and 
Laet’s Lady Carnot. 

Laet must be given a unique place as a 
sire winning the All-American Get of Sire 
class, having the pick for the two-year-old 
in Sir Laet, and the All-American aged 
mare in Laet’s Magic Queen. He also ap- 
pears in the pedigree of Laet’s Lady Car- 
not. It will also be observed that the indi- 
viduals winning the All-American comes 
through channels of royal blood. 

Mr. Butler, of Columbus, Ohio, and Mr. 
Humbert of Corning, Iowa, divided the hon- 
ors of being the leading breeders of indi- 
viduals selected for 1928. The individual 
honor for developing goes to the young 
breeder Glen S. Sonner, of Delaware, Ohio. 
He bred and developed Laet’s Lady Carnot, 
and developed Carmaline, and Victor Su- 
preme.
